DETAILS OF THE OOOU- 


PATION OF JACKSON. 


LATEST NEWS FROM VIOKs- 
BURG, .

Cartno, July 26, 1868. 

Major General John A. Logan, en route for 
home, late from Vieksbarg, arrived here to- 
day. He is looking well, and speaks conf- 
dently of the future @ our country. Could 
he be prevalied upon to address large assem- 
blage in some principal city, his loyalty and 
emphatic expression of that loyalty, and flerce 
denouncement of Copperteads and peace men, 
would do an imunense amount of good. Ifoar 
leeding men could think and feel as John A. 
Logan does, and beled to express themselves 
as boldly, the war ceuld not last three months 
longer. 

The General wifl return to Vicksburg in 
about ten days. Col. John A. Rawlings, Gen, 
Grane Adjutant Genera), was also a guest at 
Cairo to-day, and is en route for Galena. 


There ts vothing new from Vicksburg. 
The expedition to Canton from Jackson, 
Miss., wae succtesful in ring a large 


amount of rolling stock and nes upon a 
‘allroad which the rebels had failed to earry 
off. The bridges all abont Jacksoa have been 
destroyed, and ihe town itself is so much of a 
wreck that it can never be occupied sexutil 
pearly al) rebuilt. 

The steamer Planet has been lying here all 
day with rebel officers on board from Port 
Hadeon, in charge of Major Newsham, of the 
117th Lilinois, awaiting orders as to the dis- 
posal of the prisoners, It was finally de- 
elded to send them to Johnson's Island, and 
they ‘dieembarked and took the train on the 
1 C.R. R., for Odin, this afternoon. The 
remainder Of the Port Hudson officers arrived 
later in the evening upon the steamer Rose 
Ua@niiton, and they wi] also lesve for the 
tame destination to-morrow.
